Amend claims 16 and 17 as follows: 

16. (Currently amended): The anisotropic light scattering element according to claim 1, 
wherein the birefringent layer develops has a phase difference of at least 1/5 wavelength with 
respect to incident light in a direction inclined by 30° from the normal direction. 

17. (Currently amended): The anisotropic light scattering element according to claim 1, 
wherein the birefringent layer d e v e lops has a phase difference of from 1/4 to 1 wavelength with 
respect to incident light in a direction inclined by 30° from the normal direction. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-5 and 7-17 
are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach and/or 
suggest an anisotropic scattering element including an anisotropic polarization dependent 
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scattering layer and a birefringent layer having the phase differences as set forth in the claimed 
combination. 

Ishikawa et al., JP 04-25892 A, discloses a birefringent layer having the phase differences 
that are very small with respect to incident light in a normal direction and increase with respect 
to incident light in a direction inclined from the normal directions but do not have an anisotropic 
polarization dependent scattering layer as claimed.
